Senator Andrews has introduced a 
measure that promises to satisfy most of 
the demands for a reform election law 
and its provisions embrace what is 
known as the Australian eystem so fre- 
quently discussed in Indiana news- 
papers. 
The bill is extremely 
long, but this is , pardonable for 
it is thorough and comprehensive. 
Under its provisions, to be brief about 
it, any moderate sized room on the 
ground floor, containing a door and a 
window, can be used as a polling place. 
No mechanical appliances are required 
except a guard rail within and without 
the building and five closets or booths, 
each containing a shelf. This is all that 
is necessary in the way of mechanical 
contrivances, to the conduct of an elec- 
tion tmder this bill. 
No increase of 
election officials is contemplated, ex- 
cepting two deputy sheriflis or "election 
police" at each polling place, and state 
and coimty boards of election commis- 
sioners. 
The bill describes every pro- 
cess of the election and defines the du- 
ties, of all persons charged wiHi any of- 
fice in connection therewith, and pro- 
vides 
the safeguards, penalties and 
remedies which ^ needed to insure its 
faithful execution, and with this end in 
view the best provisions of the present 
election law are attached to it. The bill 
provides for election precincts contain- 
ing not more than 200 Sectors; makes it

The company is also made 
responsible for any accident which may 
occur to an employe through the care- 
lessness of another employe. 
No pro- 
vision is made in the bill for a reform in 
the Efystem of switch frogs now in gen- 
eral use, though more fatal accidents to 
railroad men are due to them, perhaps, 
than to any other cause. It has been 
proven that their construction may be 
changed so as to remove their d^mger- 
ous qualities, and an Ohio law requires 
it to be done.

In 1872 the 
writer of thi8 sketch, curious to see the 
old Indiana whose childhood, like his 
own, was spent on the Wabash, hunted 
up the Miamis in the Indian territory 
and was told that they now numbered no 
more then fifty families; their tribal or- 
ganization is mergi^ and they are sim- 
ply Cherokee citizens. Their names 
are on our bright streams and fertile 
plains—Shenonee, Wean, Wabash, Bac- 
ooon creek (Pishewah), Miami, Tippe- 
canoe, etc.—but of all the ten thousand 
or more Indians who once ranged the 
State, not five hundred representatives 
remain. 
Victims of the white man's 
progress and their own lack of adapta- 
tion, they are gone and forever. The 
plow still turns up occasionally their 
stone hatchets and flint arrow heads; 
but even the site of We-aw-ta-no is in 
dispute, and Tippecanoe is their only 
battle ground that retains even a trace 
of ita original 
wildness.—Indiana
